v. hich they haue —_— theſe many yeares paſt ; and doe yer ſtill enioy 
11 this vniveriall combuſtion of the Chriſtian world, and that by the wiſe, 
1at and happy governement of his ſacred Maieſtie : and thatthey haue 
nothirg to bee retourned to ſogreat 4 King for ſo exceeding greate and 
rare be iclires, but hearrie and zealous af-Qions ceeding to no Nati- 
1. and ever ready with their goods, landes, and liues, to maintaine true 
Religion, his Maieſties royall perſon and poſteritie , their Honours and 
Crownes. Therefore in moſt humble manner, The fayd whole Eſtates 
of this Realmedoe earneſtly beſecke his moſt ſacred Maieſtic gracioully 
to accept their offer of ane Taxation to bee inppoſed , collected, and 
paycd to his Highacſle, by the ſayd Eſtates in manner and at the foure 
Teacmcs 
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Tearmes following : Thatis to ſay, The Earles, Lords, and Commiſſio- 
ners of Shyres, for the Temporall Eſtate, hauc granted, That there ſhall be 
wllifted of every pound Land of auld extent, within this Realme , pertai- 
ning t0 Earles, Lords, Barons, Free-holders, and Fewars of his Maicfties 
per Lands, the ſummeof Thirrie ſhillings money ar every ane of the 
EE Tearmes following,(viz.) The ſumme of XXX, ſhillings atthe Feaſt 
and Tearme of Candlemes next to come, inthe yeareof Gov 1 62 2. The 
ſumme of other X XX. ſhillings art the Feaſt and Tearme of Martinmes, 
nthe yeare of Gop 162 2. The ſumme of other XXX. ſhillings at the 
Feaſt and Tearmz of Martinmes in the yeare of Gov 1623. And the 
lmme of other XXX thillings at the Feaſt and Tearme of Martin- 
mes in the yeare of G 0 162 4 The Arch-biſhops,and Biſhops for the 
Spirituall Eſtate, haue granted that there ſhall bee vp-lifred of alt Arch» 
biſbopricks,Biſhopricks, A>bacies, Priories, and other inferior Benefices 
withia this Realme, at every anc of the Foure Tearmes aboue ſpecified, 
chejuſt Taxarionthereof, as they haue been accuſtomed to be raxed vnto 
xall time by-gone, whenſoever che Temporall lands of this Realme were 
ſented to thirtice Shillings of auld extent: and the ſame Taxation to be 
payed at every ane of the fore deverall Tearmes aboue ſpecified. And 
the Commiſſioners of Burrowes for their E xt ar , haue granted , thac 
there ſhall bee vp-lifred of all Burrowes within chis Realme, at everie ane 
of the Foure Tearmes aboue written, the iuſt Taxation thereof, as they 
hauebeen accuſtomed to be taxed in alltime by-gone, whenſoever the 
Temporall landes within this Realme were ſtented to thirtie ſhillings 
the pound land of auld extent. And the ſaid Taxation to bee payed ar 
ane of the Foure ſeverall Tearmes aboue-written. And in regard 
tat his Maicſtic hath erected ſundry Prelacies in-temporall Lordſtips, 
whereby the owners thereof may claime to be taxed-with the Barons of 
the Temporall Eſtate, and there-throw his Highnefle'would be defrauded 
ofagreat part of the ſame Taxation. 

THEREFORE IT 1S Statute and Ordained, that all Ere&ions 
ef Prelacies and other {inall Benefices, in whole orin part, in Temporall 
Lord(hips, ſhall in payment of the ſayd taxation, pay to the ColleQors 
thereof ſo mekle of the ſame a rats] as if they were-no wyſe 
exeRted,and as they were ſubie to do before the eretion of the ſame; And 
icklike, I T 15 Statute and Ordained, That all diffolved Benefices within 
this Realme, in whole or in part, ſhall bee ſubi - a payment of fo mekle 
ofthe ſame Taxation [prorate} as they would haue been ſubie ro pay 
lotheſame had nor been diſſolved, and that the parties whothaue got. 
tnany part or portion of any Prelacies, or other inferior Benefices dif-

AND FOR DER, the faid Eſtates Annulles and 4iſchatges' all Pri. 

es and Immunities whatſoever, whereby any perſons may thirke 

clues free of paymeat of this preſent Taxation (the Priviledges gran. 
tedto the Ordinar Senators of the Os of Iuſtice, and the Taxarion 
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ofthe Benefices given, diſponed,and mortified for the intertainment of the 
Univerſities and Colledges within this Kingdome onely excepted.) A$ 
ALSO theſaid Eſtates conſidering that beſides the ordinarie charges 
which his Maieſtic doth daily vndergoe tor the maintainance of the Honor, 
Eſtareand Dignitic of his Highnes Kingdomes. The extraordinarie bur. 
dings which now lye vpon his Maicſtic by the occafions before-writen, 
arc ſo-great, and doe ſoneare concerne every Loyall and truchearted Sub. 
zet wi this Kingdome, as members of that body whereof his Maieſtic is 
thchead : that in ductic they thinke themſelves bound to beare a part of 
that burden,& to relieve his Maicſtic thereof. Therefore beſides the Or.

meſlc nextto come, Voluntarly and freely granted to his Maieſtic a year-
